with ‘ the suppression of the smoke nuisance 
as a necessity for making all other improve- 
ments appreciable.’ This problem is being 
worked out by a committee of experts and 
nothing will be left undone to bring about 
a better condition of affairs through appro- 
priate municipal legislation. 
But there is other work that demands 
‘Immediate attention if we desire Chicago 
to be moderately harmonious a féw years 
hence. Consequently it is impossible to wait 
for limpid air and clean streets before the 
esthetic side of things should be considered. 
„The bridges across the river are to be 
rebuilt soon and they should be pleasing 
to look upon. The question of new public 
buildings and their location in regard to 
future grouping is of great portanse and 
will have great influence upon the ie 
metrical appearanceofthecity. 
It is not necessary to wait bo 
be clean before we have well designed lamp 
posts, letter boxes, patrol boxes, fountains, 
and many other things that can combine 
beauty with usefulness. All of these are 
permanent and 
streets. 
Municipal Beauty Not a Burden. 
ft is true that in approaching the subject 
of municipal art the smoke begrimed air 
seems almost impenetrable. All who live 
within touch of this pall of soot are aware 
that it causes constant deterioration in the 
vaiue of all fabrics, and begrimes what it 
cannot materially injure. This loss and 
extra expense fall heavily upon the house- 
keeper and increase his expenses 25 per 
cent. Those who are obliged to live within 
this sphere of ruin should understand that it 
is possible to better present conditions great- 
ly, and that it is untrue that an immediate 
amelioration would work hardships to dif- 
ferent business interests. We have plenty of 
examples of prominent business houses that 
are not constantly belching forth blackness, 
and yet are able to lead their competitors. 
The Municipal Art league feels that a 
general 8 live interest in this subject will 
uch in bringing about its solution. The 
3 unfortunate atmospheric condition 
prevents carrying out of some artistic 
improvements, yet there is much that can 
be done, and in many cases, by the individual, 
to better appearances. 
The painting of buildings when eden 
sary should be done with the idea of har- 
mony of the entire street; not in such a man- 
ner as to call immediate attention to itself. 
Terra cotta and tiled-faced buildings should 
not be painted, but washed. 


Trees and Green Lawns Urged. 


“It is especially desired to encourage, in 
the residence district the planting, cutting, 
and proper care of lawns and the cultiva- 
tion of shade trees and shrubbery in front 
of house lawns. Trees should be placed in 
all parts of the city where they will grow, 
for no one thing adds more to a city’s beau- 
ty and comfort. The plaating of perennial 
and spring flowering shrubs between these 
trees will add both variety and wa to 
the street perspectives. 

The influence of the members of the 


league can be made potent with the owners 


of vacant lots in different parts of the city, 
-and the conversion of these lots into lawns 
and play grounds by the consent of owners 
and codperation of neighbors. Hundreds of 
such lots, now disfigured by the unspeak- 
able bill boards, could be made a delight 
to the eye or a joy to thousands of children. 

“The interest of the individual in civic 


immediate surroundings, not only by keep- 
ing the exterior of his buildings in repair, 
but providing them with a proper setting 


of lawns, trees, and shrubs.

Mrs Clybourn Sinks to 
Have Allen Gregory’s 
2 Body Evicted from Lot 


‘ASKS COURT FOR DECREE. 


Declares the Remains of Her 
Late Son-in-Law Were In- 
terred There Without 
Her

SUIT ESTATE. 


Mie Mary Clybourn, the aged mother-in- 
law of Allen Gregory, now dead, fs seeking 
from the Circuit Court a decree for the re- 
moval of Mr. Gregory's body from its grave 
in Rosehill, charging trespass. That a body 
can be evicted from a grave at the desire of 
the nearest relatives, even though opposed 
by the cemetery authorities, has been de- 
‘termined. The question now to be deter- 
mined on Mrs. Clybourn's petition is whether 
a body can be removed for trespass.“ 

In her petition Mrs, Clybourn sets up her 
ownership of the lot in which the body of 
Gtegory, .“ the founder of the Stock-Lards,“ 
was buried. She declares that the burial of 
his body in the lot, being without her express 
permission, was illegal, and she asks that her 
Property be cleared of the unwelcome in- 
eumbrance. 

Mr. Gregory lett a large estate at his death 
in August, 1807. After a long litigation in 
the Prébate Court Mrs. Martha Clybourn 
Gregory, daughter of the complainant in the 
present suit, was declared to be his widow. 
Since that time Mrs. Gregory’s relations 
with the other members of her os ale itis 
have not been friendly, 
Close Point in Law. 
| In the opinion of attorneys, if the body was 
buried without the consent of Mrs. Clybourn, 
and her ownership of the lot can be deter- 
mined, the burial constitutes a “ trespass,” 
and its removal can be ordered, It is said, 
however, that the slightest evidence tending 
to prove that consent was given would be 
held by the court to prevent the removal of 
the body.

Chieago bankers n the spirit of the 
warning note sent from Washington against 
overspeculation in inflated stocks, and agree 
that serious consequences may follow if the 
speculative craze is not curbed. They declare, 
however, that so far as the Chicago banks are 
concerned, has been 


every possible safeguard has 
applied. 


Meanwhile it is admitted that a great deal 
of Western money has been going East in the 
last few days. Higher rates for call money 
have prevailed in Wall street for a week, and 
the West had cash to spare. Chicago banks, 
it is estimated, haye loaned $16,000,000 in 
Wall street since the higher rates were first 
quoted. 

In case of need, local bankers say, they 
would not hesitate to demand the money for 
use at home, and such demand might embar- 
rass the Eastern markets. 

Several bankers expressed the opinion that 
the crop-moving season was too far away to 
worry over, but that it should be borne in 
mind. by all bankers that they will have to 
meet a demand then which is not found now. 
The stability of present stock prices was wae 
erally doubted.

iber J. BLAIR, President Mer- 
chants’ National—The Washington warning 
coincides with my views.

It 1s 
these conditions which lead us to kéep a 
large balance in New York. But the money 
we have there is simply lying at our credit 
| subject to check. When we need the money 
we can get it any day. The Treasury official 
who is interviewed in Tue TRIBUNE sug- 
gests that the banks in the West draw their 
money out of New York and lock it up in 
their vaults, but that would cause now the 
panic which he fears will come in the fall. 
We are getting 3 per cent on our balances in 
New York, and I think it would be wiser to 
leave the moneyit there until we need it. 
JOHN J. MITCHELL, President of the IIli- 
nois Trust and 
the advice to use caution will do any harm, 
but I dofi’t concur with the idea that the 
situation is alarming. More securities are 
‘held in strong hands than ever before, The 
country is passing through conditions differ- 
ent from those it has ever before had. As to 
whether the present prices of stocks are too 
high, I would say that if they were based 
upon ordinary conditions they are; but, 
based upon present conditions, no. At the 
same time the market is considerably ex- 
panded.

EDWIN A. POTTER, President American 
Trust and Savings Bank—I think it is time 
for bankers to be fairly conservative, Stocks 
have advanced rapidly, and, having in mind 
past history, it is only reasonable to expect 
that we may see areaction. From our own 
experience, we are having a good demand 
for money from our own regular customers 
in Chicago at better rates than heretofore. 

E. G. KEITH, President of the Metropoli- 
tan National—I never have known that out- 
‘side influence had much effect in stopping 
speculation. Those who are in the market 
never take warnings or advice. But banks 
that Hare promoting speculation are doing 
wrong and putting themselves in jeopardy. 
‘Trouble for them comes from taking stocks 
with no merits or at inflated prices. So far 
as I know the banks are conservative in the 
amounts they loan on stocks at the present 
prices. I don’t know anything about the 
condition of New York banks; they catch 
the spirit of speculation more than we do 
here. The situation depends entirely on 
| whether banks are conservative enough to 
keep their loans within a safe limit. 
| BRNEST A. HAMILL, President Corn Ex- 
change National—While the advice is sourid, 
I do not think there is grouhd for alarm. 
Bankers in general did not regard the so- 
called trusts with special concern, I think, 
utitil the $1,000,000,000 steel cambination was 
formed. That, 1 believe, was a mistake; it 
is too large. te and national legislation 
is dound to check the influence of the trusts 
and overeapitalization. I think that trusts 
will be the issue in the next Presidential 
campaign. As to specuiation, I think the 
people will realize what they are doing in 
time to avert any harm. 

CHARLES L. HUTCHINSON, Vice Presi- 
dent Corn Exchange National—There is no 
question about the overspeculation. The 
stocks mus estop somewhere. Whether they 
will stop suddenly, as some fear, or other- 
wise I do not know. I will not say there 
is oceasion for alarm, but there is reason 
for caution. The speculative fever is con- 
fined largely to New York.
